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On 15 April 1952, the Pionier Kaserne on the south side of Selauerstrasse, 
Veissenfels (2 e/g 99), was oceuried to capacity by about 3,600 troops 

who wore red~bordered black epaulets with tank or artillery insignia. 
Starting 16 April, trucks shuttled from the installation to the railroad 
station with bilieting equipment, suitcases and boxes, Other trucks drove

the railroad station on trucks. About 30 artillery pieces, 1 JS@3 tank and 

2 SP cuns were lined up in front of the garares on 15 April. Numerous trucks 
and amphibious cars were in the rarares, On 16 April, soldiers with black» 
bordered red enaulets loaded billeting equipment on trucks which dreve to 

the railroad station. Forty trucks towed an artillery piece each and 10 other 
trucks a 120=nm mortar each. About LOO troops wearing black-hordered red 
epaulets assenbled in the barracks yard on 17 Avril. The installation was 
alrost vacant and the ‘karages were empty on 10 April.
